Credit for this rare and happy accord be- 
longs, to some extent, to Lord ‘Tweedsmuir, Canada’s versatile Governor 
General. A veteran traveler, he has toured the continent, cementing fi 
ships as he went. In July, 1936, President Roosevelt visited him in Canad: 
Last April he visited the President in the White House. Now Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull is to be st in Ottawa. 

But of all Lord Tweedsmuir’s trips, none was more dramatic than his 10,000- 
mile expedition last July and August across the Northwest Territories. If 
he is the first Canadian neral to make so extensive a voyage into 
an area almost unknow! cause he is an unusual Governor General for 
Canada to have. He comes of no great British family. His father, a Scottish 
preacher, was neither wealthy nor d ished. Scholarships put him 
through Glasgow and Oxford. ‘Two years in South Africa introduced him to 
diplomacy. The World War made him a newspaper correspondent, Intelli- 
gence Division officer, British Director of Information. Elected M. P. for the 
Scottish Universities, he was appointed Governor General of Canada in 19 
His great friend George V named him Baron Tweedsmuir of Elsfield. 

‘Throughout his crowded career, this romantic Scotsman still found time to 
write 50 volumes of mystery thrillers, histories and biographies. Best known 
of his works is The Thirty-Nine Steps, converted by Gaumont British into 
one of the best movies to come out of England. Latest is his life of Augustus, 
to be published Oct. 25. A volume on the Northwest tour may follow. 

For 1,600 miles of this tour Lord Tweedsmuir was accompanied by LIFE’s 
Photographer Margaret Bourke-Whit. it is possible for LIFE to show 
on these and the following pages the boat Lord Tweedsmuir traveled on, the 
people Lord Tweedsmuir met, the Canada Lord Tweedsmuir saw.

LIFE 
neither believes nor disbelieves any of the captions attached by the Spanish 
antagonists to these pictures. All that is manifestly true about them is that 
each was issued by one side or the other to make a calculated impression. For 
if a man is mad enough to fight, he is mad enough to lie. 

Behind the Spanish lies, stand quiet statistics. Latest mortality figures show as 
killed in action: 110,000 Loyalists, 250,000 Rebels (probably an exaggeration); 
killed behind the lines by bombs and shells: 50,000 Loyalists, 10,000 Rebel 
civilians. Loyalist statistics show, finally, as murdered behind the lines: 500,000 
executed by Loyalists, 400,000 executed by the Rebels.

It is the end point 
of Spanish “personality politics.” Naturally few of these 900,000 were tried by 
authorized judges. In most cases they died because somebody else could not 
comfortably go on living without giving them the last argument of death. Such 
Rebel murders are somewhat rarer than in Loyalist Spain. One reason is that 
few conspicuous Leftist leaders remain in towns captured by Rebels. Men the 
Rebels lay their hands on are usually stooge peasants or workers. 

But in Loyalist Spain an internal revolution is going on at the same time 
as the war. Currently the Communists have got control and have jailed or “ex- 
ecuted” a great many Anarchist, Syndicalist, Socialist and Republican leaders. 
A fact it is that most of the prewar Spanish liberals corresponding to U. S. 
liberals such as Senators Borah, Norris and La Follette, have fled Spain en- 
tirely..On Oct. 1, the Spanish liberals sent back a trial pigeon to Valencia- 
Manuel Portela Valladares, to see what would happen to him. He is still free. 
But the majority of the dead in Loyalist Spain were middle-class citizens who 
tried not to take sides. The dead in Rebel Spain were poor folk whose crime 
was that they aspired to having an opinion as to how they should be ruled.
